The source of the buying has 
been carefully concealed, but it 
is surmised that the stocks are 
being accumulated in the inter­ 
est of one, or perhaps all, of the 
railroads which seek to obtain 
control of the Western Mary­ 
land. 
In this connection, the names 
of the Baltimore and Ohio and 
the New’ York Central have been 
persistently mentioned, and re­ 
cently L. F. Loree, president of 
the Delaware and Hudson, who 
is out to create a super-svstem 
of his own, has been added to the 
prospective buyers. 
Would Benefit Gettysburg 
It 
is 
generally 
agreed 
in 
financial circles here that con­ 
trol of the Western Maryland by 
one of the larger railroad cor­ 
porations 
would 
mean “better 
service to shippers and passen­ 
gers, and improvement in fa­ 
cilities all along the line.” Those 
here who are acquainted with 
conditions in Gettysburg sav a 
change in ownership would “un­ 
doubtedly mean a replacement 
of the antiquated passenger sta­ 
tion there.** 
The recent visit of John D. 
Rockefeller, Jr., to Gettysburg 
and other points along the line 
of the Western 
Maryland 
is 
taken by local financiers as a 
significant incident in connec­ 
tion with the unusual and mys­ 
terious market activities involv­ 
ing Western Maryland stock. 9 
John J. Cornwall, a vice presi­ 
dent of the Baltimore arid Ohio, 
told the editor of The Gettys­ 
burg Times today that “so far 
as I know’* the R. & 0. is not 
bidding for the Western Mary­ 
land. 
But Governor Cornwell’s 
job is to look after the legal end 
of the line and his knowledge of 
the operative end may be limit­ 
ed. 
“Low Earnings” 
The present comparative “low 
earnings” of the Western Mary­ 
land Railway are blamed on “de­ 
pression 
in 
the coal trade.” 
There is no question that depres­ 
sion in the bituminous fields of 
West Virginia and other south­ 
ern or semi-southern states ex­ 
ists. 
But Gettysburg coal deal­ 
ers will say that the demand 
there, the same as at other 
points along the Western Mary­ 
land, has-not decreased tolstoy 
appreciable extent this year, and 
that this “talk of depression” is 
probably due to propaganda on 
the part of those desiring to gain 
control of the Western Mary­ 
land. 
After all is said, a change in 
ownership of the Western Mary­ 
land, whoever the buyer may be. 
will probably be a benefit to Ad­ 
ams county. 
It appears here that the pres­ 
ent Western Maryland owners 
are just as anxious to sell as 
“some one” else is to buy.

At the age of 18 years, Mr. Frey 
learned the rudiments of painting, a t 
which trade he applied himself up to 
a few' m onths before he died, when 
his advanced years forced him to re­ 
tire. 
In April, 1924, Mr. Prey brought

Storm O n ter 
Robert Marion I>a Follette, consider­ 
ed one of the most powerful orators 
of his time, was a storm center of per­ 
sonal 
and 
political 
controversy 
throughout the nation and in his home 
state of Wisconsin for

quarter of a century. 
‘‘Fighting Bob,” the same by which 
he was knowrn to political friends and" 
j enemies alike, was a title well earned 
! almost from th e moment he stepped 


into the political arena when scarcely 
more than a boy. 
Facing 
battles 
such as few, if any, of his political 
contemporaries 
were 
compelled 
to 
fight, he served three term s as a mem­ 
ber of the House of Representatives 
and three as governor of Wisconsin, 
was four tim e s elected to tho United 
States Senate, and finally became an 
independent candidate for president 
in 1924. 
Perhaps few American public men 
over drew such hitter criticism as w’as 
heaped upon Senator I*a Follette d ur­ 
ing and immediately after the World 
War, and certainly none could have 
been more staunchly defended by his 
friends. 
His speeches and public poli­ 
cies had been tho target for wide­ 
spread denunciation previous to 1917.
